PUBLIC ’#’SCHOOL CADET| STATION SITE RUMORS 


CORPS 

Here and there throughout Canada 
public school cadet corps have been 
prganized: These organizations, a- 
part from ali military acquirements 
teach the boys prompt attenticn to 
duty, erect and business-like car- 
riage and gives them a thorough 
physica! training. Such a cadet corps 
is being established in Calgary. refer- 
ing to which the Albertan says: 

Calgary public schools are to 
have a cadet corps. There are al- 
ready 40 members enrolled, while 
about 70 boys have made applica- 
tion, 

Early in the present year ppli- 
eation was made to the education 
department of the North-West Ter- 
ritories for permission to have 
such 2 corps, run on lines similar 
to the Canadian militia.

Rumors have been persistently cir- 
culated on the streets the last few 
days that the undivided block of 
lana in the west and north of Jas- 
per avenue, belonging to the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, had been sold, 
or at least withdrawn from the mar- 
ket. One report was to the effect 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way Company had secured control of 
this Iand. The fact that C. C. Chip- 
man, commissionér of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, travelled with the 
Grana Trunk Pacific officials on their 
recent ‘visit to Edmonton when they 
announced their intention of pur- 
chasing the Canadian Northern two 
blocks of this, and the property ly- 
ing east and west of it for terminal 
yards gives color to this report. On 
the other hand, during the still more 
recent visit of Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway , and other €.P. 
Railway officials, the party inspect- 
ed this land in question and referr- 
ed to it as the site of a C.P.R. sta- 
tion in Edmonton. These and other 
reports emanating from them have 
been going the rounds. 

Enquiry at the local offices of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company’s land de- 
partment gives no confirmation of 
either or any of the reports. They 
have received no instructions furth- 
er than what they have had for 
some time regarding this unsurveyed 
portion. They have, however, been 
instructed from the head offices to 
remove from the market the sub-di- 
videa Hudson’s Bay land just west 
of the block in question. This makes 
it evident that a deal for this pro- 
perty is pending, but with whom, 
or with what railway company, is

The to- 
tal weight of the six is ten pounds 
ten ounces The largest’ potato, 
whick has a protuberance growing on 
it, weighed two pounds ten’ ounces, 
the protuberance weighing five oun- 
ces. The average weight of the 
six potatoes is thus over one and 
three quarter pounds. With the ex- 
geption of one, the potatoes are reg- 
ularly formed, They were groWn on 
new ground, and three hills will more 
than fill a large wooden pail..

FORT SASK! 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
ana 26, which has not been ome- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of -160 acres ,more or less 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Otiawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
plans: * 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
npon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a hoznestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaiming patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

fhe term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
sbip. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings ret their accommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
and have besides 80 acres substan- 
fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties spon 
their first homesteads to entitle 
then. to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889, 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the _ settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his 
to do so. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officera_ in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained — application to 
the Secretary of the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa, t Com mis- 
sioner of Immigration, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or to any of the Dominion 
Lands Agents in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories.
